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CHARTER. 


To the Honorable the Judges of the Court of Common Pleas of Dauphin 
County ;: 


The petition of the undersigned, Rev. David Van Horne, D.D., 
Rey. Charles H. Leinbach, D.D., Rev. Thomas S, Johnston, D.D., 
Rudolph F. Kelker, and William H. Seibert, respectfully represents that 
they are citizens of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, associated 
together for the objects and purposes hereinafter mentioned; and being 
desirous of having and enjoying all the rights, powers, and privileges of 
a corporation or body politic under the act of Assembly, entitled, ‘“‘An act 
to provide for the incorporation and regulation of certain corporations,” 
approved April 29, 1874, and the supplements thereto, have prepared and 
now present the following certificate and articles of association, setting 
forth the objects and conditions of the organization, and the name, style 
and title under which they desire to be incorporated.

CHARTER. 


ARTICLE I. The name, style and title of the corporation shall be 
“The Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions of the Reformed 
Church in the United States.’’ 

ARTICLE II. Its object shall be to inaugurate and perpetuate Chris- 
tian missions in foreign lands, and among the Indians in our own 
country, in accordance with the doctrines, customs and usages of the 
Reformed Church in the United States, and under the direction of the 
General Synod thereof. 

ARTICLE III. Its chief place of business shall be in the city of Har- 
risburg, Pennsylvania, but other places for the transaction of business 
may at any time be designated by the General Synod of the aforesaid 
Church, 

ARTICLE IV. The existence of the corporation shall be perpetual. 
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ARTICLE V. The names and residences of the subscribers are as 
follows: Rev. David Van Horne, D.D., Philadelphia, Pa.; Rev. Charles 
H. Leinbach, D.D., near Myerstown, Pa.; Rev. Thomas H. Johnston, 
D.D., Lebanon, Pa.; Rudolph F. Kelker, Harrisburg, Pa.; William H. 
Seibert, Harrisburg, Pa. 


ARTICLE VI. The board of commissioners who shall conduct the 
operations of the corporation shall consist of twelve members, eight of 
whom shall be ministers, and four of whom shall be elders, who shall be 
elected by the General Synod. The names and residences of the said 
board of commissioners for the year ending with the month of May, 
Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one, are as follows :

ARTICLE VII. The board of commissioners so elected shall have 
full power to adopt such constitution and by-laws for their government 
and for the prosecution of the foreign mission work, and among the 
Indians aforesaid, as they may deem best, and the same to alter and 
amend, from time to time, at their pleasure: Provided, The provisions 
thereof are not repugnant to the Constitution of the United States, the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania, or the Constitution of the General Synod 
of the Reformed Church in the United States.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Board at its first meeting after the regular sessions of the Gen- 
eral Synod shall proceed to organize by the election of officers, viz: a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, who shall serve until 
the next regular meeting of the General Synod. 


ARTICLE II. 

At all meetings of the Board the President, or, in his absence, the 
Vice-President, or, in the absence of both, a member appointed by the 
Board for that purpose, shall preside. The President in the discharge of 
the duties of his office shall be governed by the rules of order adopted by 
the General Synod. He shall also prepare a report of the transactions 
of the Board during his term of office, which, after approval by the same, 
shall be presented to the General Synod at its next general session. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Vice-President, in the absence or inability of the President, shall 
perform all the duties pertaining to that office. 
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ARTICLE IV. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep an accurate record of 
all the proceedings of the Board; notify all the members of the time 
and place of all regular and special meetings; conduct correspondence 
with the Missionaries, and promptly communicate to the Executive 
Committee such information in relation to the mission work as will be 
necessary to its successful prosecution. He shall also, in all cases, give 
to the Missionaries such instructions and explanations as the Board may 
direct, and shall explicitly inform them that in no case they are to de- 
part therefrom. He shall also audit the accounts of outgoing, returning 
or discharged foreign missionaries before the final settlements of the 
same, and all bills for incidental expenses before they are presented to 
the Treasurer for payment. And he shall certify to the Treasurer all 
moneys granted, or expenditures authorized in pursuance of the action 
of the Board. He shall also record a statement of all the property of 
the Board and of any conveyance thereof, or other proceedings touch- 
ing the same. He shall be allowed a compensation, at the discretion of 
the Board, sufficient to cover the necessary expenses incurred in the pro- 
secution of his work. At the expiration of his term of office he 
shall deliver up to his successor all the archives, records, books and 
papers then in his hands belonging to the corporation. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Treasurer shall keep proper books of accounts, showing all 
receipts and disbursements, and all other financial affairs connected with 
the treasury of this Board. Before entering upon the duties of his 
office he shall execute a bond for $5,000 as security, which shall be ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee, and placed in the custody of the 
Secretary. He shall, under the advice of the Executive Committee, 
keep.all the uninvested moneys of the Board on deposit in some safe 
bank or banks, in the name of the Board, subject to the order of its 
Treasurer. He shall honor all orders of the Board or Executive Com- 
mittee, drawn on the Treasurer, signed by the President, and counter- 
signed by the Secretary, and shall pay all drafts and furnish letters of 
credit or bills of exchange for the support of foreign missions, within 
the several appropriations made by the Board or Executive Committee. 
He shall be subject to the directions of the Executive Committee and of 
the Board in respect to all investments, loans, and other financial affairs 
of the Board. He shall report the state of the funds, and whenever re- 
quired exhibit his books, vouchers and securities at any meetings of the 
Board or Executive Committee. He shall have the custody of the seal of 
the Board,*and affix the same to such instruments of writing as the Board 
or Executive Committee shall direct, and when real estate shall be con- 
veyed he shall make the conveyance and affix the seal to the deeds of 
the same. At the close of his term he shall prepare an itemized state- 
ment of all moneys received and disbursed by him, which shall be 
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audited and approved by the Board and presented to the General Synod, 
and deliver up to his successor in office all the books, papers, moneys 
and effects of every description belonging to the corporation, then re- 
maining in his hands. 

ARTICLE VI. 

- The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of the Board, 
and two additional members thereof, who shall be chosen by the Board 
at its first regular meeting after the session of the General Synod. And 
in case any vacancy shall occur in said Executive Committee from any 
cause, the remaining members of said committee shall have power to fill 
thesame. It shall have the general oversight of all the work of foreign 
missions. When impracticable to secure a meeting of the Board, it shall 
be endued with all the powers of the same to meet any emergency which 
may occur, and which requires immediate action, in which case it may 
appropriate such moneys as may be necessary for the purchase or preser- 
vation of property or relief of the Missionaries, or for incidental ex- 
penses. It shall hold quarterly meetings, viz: Second Tuesday in June, 
September, December and March. Four members thereof shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. The President and Secretary of 
the Board shall be the President and Secretary of the Committee. 


ARTICLE VII. 

The regular meeting of the Board shall be held as follows: The 
second Tuesday in June succeeding each session of the General Synod, 
and the first Tuesday in May preceding each session of the same, and at 
such other time as the Board may appoint. Special meetings of the 
Board may be called at any time by the Executive Committee, on two 
weeks’ notice to all members; seven of whom shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Any vacancy occurring by death, resignation or otherwise may be 
filled by the Board, at any regular meeting, provided that the members 
so elected be ministers or elders in good and regular standing in the 
Reformed Church of the United States, and in all cases such election 
shall be for the unexpired term. ;

REPORT TO GENERAL SYNOD. 


FirtH TRIENNIAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS FOR FOREIGN MISSIONS OF THE REFORMED CHURCH 
_IN THE UNITED STATES. 


To the General Synod of the Reformed Church in the United 

States : 

FATHERS AND BRETHREN—On the adjournment of Gen- 
eral Synod at Lebanon, Pa., June 5th, 1890, the Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions convened, according to 
its regular order, for re-organization for the coming term 
of three years, in Harrisburg, Pa., on June roth, 1890. ‘The 
names of the persons elected by General Synod to serve for the 
term of six years, in place of those whose time had expired, 
were enrolled as members of the Board, to wit: Revs. A. R. 
Bartholomew, S. G. Wagner, D.D., John H. Prugh, P. Greding, 
D.D., and Elders Benjamin Kuhns and Jos. L. Lemberger. 

The Board was re-organized by the re-election of Rev. C. 
Z. Weiser, D.D., President; Rev. N. Gehr, D.D., Vice Presi- 
dent ; Rev. A. R. Bartholomew, Secretary, and Elder R. F. 
Kelker, Treasurer. ‘The Executive committee was constituted 
by the election of Elders Benjamin Kuhns and Jos. L,. Lember- 
ger to serve with the officers of the Board as that committee. 

The Treasurer, Elder R. F. Kelker, and the Secretary, 
Rev. A. R. Bartholomew, much to the regret of the Board, sig- 
nified their desire to be released from the duties of their re- 
spective offices. Elder R. F. Kelker, because of the growing 
cares and infirmities of age and the sad weight of domestic 
affliction ; and Secretary Rev. A. R. Bartholomew, because of 
the pressing duties of his pastoral relation, which he could not 
feel at liberty to relinquish. Subsequently these wishes were 
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presented to the Board in the form of formal resignations, both of 
which, with much reluctance, it felt constrained to accept. The 
office of Treasurer was filled by the election of Elder Jos. L. 
Lemberger, of Lebanon, Pa., who at the earnest solicitation of 
the members of the Board was induced to accept the office. 
And both the Board and the church have abundant reason to 
be thankful, in view of the zeal and efficiency with which he 
has administered his trust. | 

In seeking a person for the office of Secretary it was felt to 
be desirable to secure one, if possible, from the Synod of the 
Potomac, as that Synod was without a clerical representative 
in the Board. ‘To facilitate the realization of this desire, Rev. 
S. G. Wagner, D.D., of his own motion, tendered his resigna- 
tion as a member of the Board, to take effect immediately. His 
resignation was accepted, whereupon Rev. S. N. Callender, 
D.D., of the Potomac Synod, was unanimously elected to fill the 
vacancy, and also as Secretary of the Board. With what en- 
ergy and efficiency he has served in his office the Church knows 
full well. ‘These changes in the Board of Officers caused cor- 
responding changes in the Executive Committee, inasmuch as 
that committee is to consist of the officers and two additional 
members. ‘The vacancies were filled by the Treasurer and 
Secretary-elect, taking the places respectively of the retiring 
officers, and the election of ex-Treasurer Kelker to the vacancy 
caused by the transfer of Elder Joseph L. Lemberger to the 
Treasurership. 

The harmony of the Board and its officers rendered it a 
pleasure for all to attend the stated and the special meetings. 
The business, often of grave import and consequence, which 
from time to time claimed consideration, was dispatched with 
promptness and Christian unity. And with hearty thanksgiv- 
ing the brethren met, and parted to meet again. 


Our WoRrRK IN JAPAN AND ITS PROGRESS— 
Our Educational Policy. 

The educational policy which, with the approbation of 
General Synod, was adopted at an early day after the re- 
moval of our mission to Sendai, has been productive of results 
fully justifying the wisdom of its adoption. ‘This policy was to 
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raise up a native ministry on the one hand, and to qualify 
native women for such offices of Christian work as properly fell 
to them in missionary effort, and at the same time more broadly 
to train them for the realization of a full Christian womanhood. 
This work was commenced some seven years ago upon an ex- 
ceedingly humble scale. It required, however, but a brief ex- 
perience to certify to the wisdom and efficiency of the scheme. 
The concourse of students, both male and female, soon over- 
flowed the limited provision at hand for their reception and 
instruction, and unmistakably indicated the necessity of speed- 
ily enlarged facilities. Atan early date ample provision was 
made for the Girls’ School in the erection of suitable buildings. 
An early effort was also made to make provision for the Train- 
ing School. This was put forth by the self-sacrificing and 
charitable spirit of Rev. W. E. Hoy and his estimable wife in 
the erection of the Rev. John Ault Memorial Hall at their own 
private cost. For awhile, but only for a little while, did it 
seem that adequate provision had been made. For scarcely 
were its doors opened until its capacity was over-taxed, and the 
necessity for an enlarged and more complete equipment be- 
came clearly apparent. 

At this juncture the Board felt itself confronted with per- 
haps the gravest question, at least in its financial aspect, which 
it had been called upon to canvass and decide. And it was 
only after the most mature and prayerful consideration, and 
not without the counsel, advice and approbation of the General 
Synod, that it resolved, with faith in the Church and trust in 
God, to enter upon the erection of a large and commodious Sem- 
inary Building. This enterprise was inaugurated and carried 
forward at the expense of the most laborious and self-denying 
toil on the part of the missionaries, and in the midst of great 
financial stringency and want. The building reached its comple- 
tion in the fall of 1891. We now have a substantial brick edi- 
fice of beautiful design and structure—the most complete and 
imposing Christian educational building in Northern Japan. 
Its extreme length is about 97 feet, and its greatest depth about 
67 feet. It has two main floors, with a third and fourth in the 
tower. It contains a chapel 36x48 feet, together with an annex, 
separated by sliding doors, of 26x20 feet, making the length of 
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the chapel and annex 68 feet. It has a library room, and - 
counting the annex to the chapel as one, it has seven recitation 
rooms, besides the tower rooms on the third and fourth floors, 
which are about 20x20 feet. The cost of the building was the 
exceedingly small sum of $7,356.25. 

Before the removal of the school into the new building, 
which took place in the Fall of 1891, the number of students 
was 31. The first year of its occupancy the number increased 
to 109, and during the second—the present yéar—the number 
has mounted up to 170. After the removal into the new build- 
ing the great increase in the number of students exceeded the 
ability of the then teaching force to meet the necessities of the 
case without an exhausting over-tax upon the strength of the 
teachers. ‘This called forth an earnest request from the mission 
to the Board to reinforce them by sending out one or two addi- 
tional teachers. ‘To this request the Board felt itself compelled 
to decline acquiescence, in view of the inadequacy of the finan- 
cial resources at its command. But when at the opening of 
the present school year the number of students reached about 
170, it was felt that a refusal to send out at least one additional 
‘teacher could no longer be adhered to without disastrous re- 
sults to both the school and the overworked teachers on the 
ground. It was at this juncture and under this pressure that 
the Board, relying upon the faith of the Church, resolved to 
commission another missionary, which resolution found its 
realization in the going out of Rev. Henry K. Miller, of Reading, 
Pa. He was ordained upon the occasion of the farewell services 
in St. Paul’s Memorial Church, of that city, Sept. 8, 1892, by a 
committee of Schuylkill Classis. On the 27th day of the same 
month he sailed for Japan and reached Sendai Oct. 18th, 1892. 
He at once entered upon the discharge of his duties as a teacher 
in the Tohoku Gakuin, in so far as his want of knowledge of 

the Japanese language would allow him. The teaching force 
‘of the institution has been further increased by the employment 
of Rev. K. Kumagaye, a native of Japan, but educated in this 
country. He was a class-mate of Rev. H. K. Miller in the 
Union Theological Seminary, New York City. With these ad- 
ditions the teaching force is full, and for the present propor- 
tions of the Tohoku Gakuin is adequate. 
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With the growth of our Training School the necessity of a 
more perfect organization in all its departments became obvious. — 
This was especially the case with the curriculum. This has 
been thoroughly re-organized and now comprises full prepara- - 
tory and collegiate ‘courses: and an equally full theological 
course. 

A large percentage of the 170 students are non-Christian, who 
seek the advantages of the preparatory and collegiate courses. 
These have been gladly received, for they do not interfere 
with the training of those who are candidates for the ministry. 
It was felt that being educated in an institution distinctively 
Christian, they would imbibe Christian principles which would 
not fail to influence their lives and the lives of those who might 
come under their influence, and thus prepare them for a more 
ready acceptance of Christianity. Now that our Tohoku 
Gakuin has come to be an established fact, that it has won the 
approval of the civil authorities, and has come to be looked 
upon as an imposing and inviting educational centre in all 
Northern Japan, the outlook is for a continued and increasing 
inflow of this class of non-Christian students. Should this 
prove to be the case, together with a corresponding increase of 
candidates for the Christian ministry, it is very clear that the 
time is not remote when our educational plant will prove in- 
sufficient for the demands made upon it. Hence the Board is 
impressed with the fact that we have reached a point when it 
becomes us to take our bearings—when there must be a fuller 
interpretation of the educational policy adopted by this General 
Synod several years ago. This interpretation the Board now 
most respectfully asks your reverend body to give it. Was it, 
and is it now, the mind of this General Synod that its educa- 
tional policy should have primary reference to the education of 
young men for the ministry, and the impartation of collegiate 
instruction to others as this might be done concomitant with, 
and in subordination to, this primary purpose? Or was it its 
design to gradually push forward to the establishment of large 
and broad collegiate institutions for the impartation of secular 
education, leavened, of course, with the Christian spirit and 
life? The Board asks your reverend body for instructions, 
whether as now having institutions adequate to the training of 
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a native ministry, and.the education of a limited number seek- 
ing merely a collegiate education, it shall for the time being 
give special attention to the advancement of our evangelistic 
work, through the ministry of the students, as from year to year 
they complete their theological course; or shall we look for- 
ward to, and employ means for the enlargement and increase of 
our college facilities, with the ultimate view of large and com- 
manding institutions of this latter class? This latter policy, 
it will be observed, would contemplate the acquisition of addi- 
tional grounds, and sooner or later the erection of large and 
commodious buildings for the college and for the preparatory 
department, with necessary dormitories, etc., and an addition 
of two or three American teachers. : 
The Board has not yet entered upon any thorough discus- 
sion of the question. It has, however, been pressed upon it by 
the urgent suggestions of one or two members of the mission, 
and in view of the financial embarrassments and limitations tin- 
der which it unhappily labors, it turns to your reverend body 
for instructions. It begs, however, to add at this point, for the 
information of General Synod, that the cost of both the Girls’ 
School and the Tohoku Gakuin buildings is this day practically 
unpaid, that is, they are paid for with borrowed money. 


THE GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


The Girls’ School is at the present time in a very vigorous 
and healthy condition. Its present number of scholars is 45. 
It fell to the lot of this school, however, within the last three 
years to pass through a trying experience, not unusual to sim- 
ilar institutions in Japan, in some cases to their serious injury. 
The anti-foreign feeling exhibited itself among some of the 
girls, who, at the instigation of outside parties, assumed an at- 
titude of insubordination and made the demand that the school 
be placed under Japanese control and management. To earnest 
endeavors to reason with them and reconcile them to the estab- 
lished order they proved incorrigible. Nothing remained but 
to assert the authority of the Board in the person of Miss Lizzie 
R. Poorbaugh, by resorting to a necessary act of discipline in 
the expulsion of five leading scholars. Making an example of 
these active, misguided and incorrigible malcontents had the 
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desired effect, and by degrees order and harmony were again 
restored. The Board approved the disciplinary act, and au- 
thorizing its repetition in case of necessity, instructing the 
Principal to make it known that in the event of its being neces- 
sitated to surrender the management of the school, all appro- 
priations would be withheld. This seems to have settled the 
matter, and the order of the school has assumed its normal con- 
dition. ‘To this disturbance may, no doubt, be attributed the 
fact thatthe number of scholars now is only some five more than » 
it was three years ago. 

It will be recollected that at the last General Synod a re- 
quest from the Girls’ School was reported for an increase in the 
teaching force. ‘The Board felt the importance of granting the 
request, in view of the exceedingly exacting and exhausting 
labors which devolved upon the Misses Poorbaugh. But it was 
unable to make a favorable response, beause of the want of 
means. And it wasonly after the Woman’s Missionary Society 
of the General Synod stepped forward and assumed the support 

_of an additional lady missionary that the way was opened for 
sending out Miss Mary C. Hollowell, of Chambersburg, Pa., 
who sailed from Vancouver Oct. 25, 1891, and reached Yoko- 
hama, Japan, Nov. 8, 1891. 

To its surprise and deep regret, the Misses Poorbaugh ap- 
prised the Board of their desire to retire permanently from the 
positions they have so satisfactorily and efficiently filled, at the 
close of the present school year. Efforts were made to dissuade 
them from taking the step, but in consequence of enfeebled 
health and other urgent reasons they declined all overtures to 
change their purpose. The Board took early steps to secure a 
successor, but failed of success. In the emergency in which it 
found itself it resolved to place the Girls’ School under the con- 
trol:of the Mission, and appointed Rev. J. P. Moore, D.D., 
Principal and Mrs. Anna M. Moore, Vice Principal. They will 
enter upon these positions at the end of the present school year 
upon the retirement of the Misses Poorbaugh. This arrange- 
ment is not designed to be permanent, but it may continue for 
several years. Meanwhile the Board would be glad to receive 
the names of persons as candidates for appointment, so that 
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when the time comes that their services may be needed, it may 
know where to find suitable and willing persons. 


EVANGELISTIC WorK. 


Rev, J. P. Moore, D.D., has heretofore occupied the posi- 
tion of Principal of the evangelistic work. His absence from 
the field of his labor for the last eighteen months has not, how- 
ever, inured to the detriment of that branch of our service. “The 
brethren, Revs. Oshikawa, Hoy and Schneder, aided by the 
native evangelists and by several of the advanced students in 
the theological department of the Tohoku Gakuin, have, by as- 
suming extra work, efficiently carried forward the service of 
preaching the gospel to the people. The fruits of this labor 
during the last three years have not been as abundant as we 
would be glad to report. This is equally true in the experience 
of other missions in Japan. The causes equally affecting all, 
were primarily of a political and racial character. ‘The change 
of form in the government of the Empire, by which a people 
previously excluded were suddenly admitted to an influential 
voice in governmental affairs, filled the whole nation with ex- 
citement and inflamed their patriotism. ‘This served largely to | 
divert attention from Christianity which, previously, was grow- 
ing to be an absorbing interest. Added to this, the unwilling- 
ness of the western nations to consent to a revision of treaties, 
which to the Japanese was essential to the maintenance of their 
national honor and sovereignty, was regarded as a national 
wrong and indignity, and their patriotic feeling took the form 
of hostility to the western peoples, as particeps criminis in what 
they conceived to be an outrage perpetrated upont them. ‘The 
anti-foreign feeling which speedily arose confounded Christian- 
ity, which it regarded as a foreign religion, with the foreigners 
themselves, and included them in a common condemnation. 
The result was that for awhile Christianity seemed powerless 
to commend itself to the national judgment. It was discarded 
by many, and not a few who had made a profession of it either 
waxed cold in their profession or turned entirely aside. ‘The 
wonder then is, not that there was a marked decrease in the 
number of conversions, but that in the midst of such a: whirl- 
wind of excitement our holy religion should be able, not only 
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to hold its number intact, but actually to make a small increase. 
That such was the fact we have reason for profound gratitude 
to our Lord and Master. ‘This sufficiently accounts for the fact 
that our present membership does not show a larger advance 
upon the number reported three years ago. Besides, during this 
interval the Mombetsu church, comprising 121 members, was 
transferred to the mission of the Reformed Church in America, 
and is dropped out of our statistics. We have not only held our 
own through all this tempest of prejudice and excitement, but 
- are able to show an increase of between two and three hundred 
members. 

These unhappy causes of hindrance are gradually passing 
away. The people are again turning respectfully and enquir- 
ingly to Christianity, and the outlook is bright with promise. 
At the same time we find our work in a most assuring and en- 
couraging condition. Our candidates for the ministry, who 
have been patiently year after year pursuing their studies, are 
now coming out at the completion of their course. And with 
each commencement day we will have a reinforcement of native 
evangelistic workers. We need not pause to remark what will 
be realized in the future should the present movements go for- 
ward uninterruptedly. It were well to note, however, the fact 
that this growth and expansion of our work will require a 
yearly increase of means, and ultimately one or two additional 
missionaries to superintend this widening field of operations. It 
were well for our Reformed ‘Church to awake to the significance 
and comprehension of our work in Japan, and to a consciousness 
of the solemnity and reach of the mission which God has in- 


trusted in our hands. 
| FINANCES. 


It is only about fourteen years since the regular organization 
of our mission work in Japan. Prior to that time our Church 
found its energies so employed as to yield but a very limited 
care to the subject of Foreign Missions. For several years after 
its entrance upon this work in Japan it was of such a limited 
character as scarcely to arouse its energies and enlist them 
actively. After the adoption of our present educational policy, 
some seven years ago, the progress has been indeed surprising, 
and the Church has not only failed to keep pace with it, but 
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seems only now to be awaking to any just conception of its sig- 
nificance and growing magnitude. That there is a growing 
sense of the necessity of enlarged activity and an increased pro- 
“vision of necessary means, the Board is happy in observing. 
But the movement in this regard in our eminently con- 
servative body has been too slow to meet the rapidly increas- 
ing wants of the work. This has been manifest especially for 
the last three or four years. The Board, although finding the 
means placed at its disposal inadequate to meet the needs of the 
mission, did not feel itself at liberty to arrest the work and hold it 
rigidly within the limits of its available resources, but believing 
that the Church would duly respond to the requirements of a 
continued onward progress, resolved that it would obey what, 
to it, were the manifest leadings of Divine Providence, and iit 
moved forward at the expense of incurring a debt. Of the ex- 
istence of this deficit in our finances the Church has been most . 
distinctly informed and earnestly solicited to furnish the means 
for its liquidation. ‘To this solicitation, the Board is sorry to 
have to say, there has been not only no adequate response, but 
that the increasing prosperity of the work has been so marked 
that the increase of contributions has been more than absorbed, 
so that at the present time the yearly receipts are less than the 
necessary current expenses. In other words, our indebtedness 
is constantly increasing. It has now reached the sum of about 
$13,000 to $15,000. 

This state of our monetary affairs has been reached, notwith- 
standing the strenuous efforts of the Board to secure a more favor- 
able condition. It was in pursuance of these efforts that it was 
induced to anticipate by a year Rev. J. P. Moore’s furlough, 
hoping that as the result of his labors in visiting our charges and 
congregations, and setting forth the surprising successes of our 
work in Japan, and emphasizing the necessity of a more vigor- 
ous activity in the home Church if our progress should not be 
retarded, there would be a revival of the spirit of missions and 
a more adequate provision made. He landed in this country 
in September, 1891, and betook himself at once, aided most ef- 
ficiently by Mrs. Moore, most laboriously to his task, visiting 
extensively from the east to the extreme northwestern section 
of the Church. ‘The Board held him longer than he wished to 
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remain in this country, that he might the more thoroughly can- 
vass the Church. ‘That the labors of Rev: Dr. and Mrs. Moore 
were productive of happy and beneficial results, is beyond 
question, but not sufficiently so as to meet the rapidly growing 
wants of our mission work, and at the same time relieve it of 
its financial burdens. He remains in our midst until after the 
adjournment of this Synod, when he and his estimable wife 
will return to Japan to enter upon the new sphere of labor as- 
signed to them. 

The estimates for the coming year, the Board found at its 
last meeting, to be an increase on previous years. And the al- 
ternative was either to cut down the estimates, and thus not 
only to arrest the progress of our work, but at the same time to 
take a step backward ; or to approve the reasonable estimates, 
and turn to your reverend body to be saved from a further aug- 
mentation of its liabilities by the end of the year. | Having laid 
its hand to the plow it was unwilling to turn back, unless di- 
rected to do so by this General Synod. The near approach of 
this meeting emboldened it to take the step and it approved 
the enlarged estimates. And to your reverend body it now 
most earnestly appeals. 

It was in the midst of these grave circumstances, and un- 
der the pressure of these constraining necessities, that the 
Board at its regular annual meeting in Harrisburg, Pa., March 
14-15, 1893, felt moved to adopt the following overture : 

“In view of the inadequacy of the present methods of rais- 
‘“‘ing contributions for Foreign Missions, and the necessity of 
‘“securing a largely increased inflow into our treasury, it was 
‘“most urgently, ; 

‘‘ Resolved, That this Board most earnestly requests the 
‘“‘ General Synod to apportion the annual amount necessary fot 
“the current expenses for Foreign Missions, among the Dis- 
“trict Synods and Classes. And provide that the support ot 
‘“ beneficiaries in our two schools in Sendai, Japan, by individ- 
“uals or by societies; and the Sunday-school contributions 
‘annually paid for the support of Rev. H. K. Miller, the Sun- 
‘‘ day-school Missionary, be not included in the amount appor- 
‘tioned to the several congregations, nor be considered any 
‘‘ part thereof,’’ | 
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In pursuance of this action the Board asks the apportion- 
ment of $30,000 per annum for the next three years. It will be 
readily observed that this apportionment, should this General 
Synod adopt it, cannot become operative until after the meet- 
ings of the Classes in the Spring of 1894. In view of this fact 
the Board requests this reverend body to take such action as 
will certainly secure a sufficiency of means for its running ex- 
penses during the current year. 

In the matter of the indebtedness, the Board, begs to say, 
that it is a cause of continuous embarrassment and hindrance 
to the progress of our work. It subjects it to an annual outlay 
of some $700 to $800 for interest and discount ; it compels fre- 
quent refusals to reasonable and urgent requests from our faith- 
ful missionaries, and the consequent entailment upon them of 
additional inconveniences and hardships. We would there- 
fore, in the name of our Heavenly Master, most earnestly and 
importunately pray this General Synod to provide for some 
special effort for the removal of this grave incumbrance, that 
during this happy Centennial year, the way may be opened for 
following energetically, in the pathway marked out before us 
by a gracious Providence, so plainly, that none but the blind 
can fail to see it, and for obedience to His call to enter in at the 
open door, which is so clear and distinct that none but the deaf 


can fail to hear. 
BENEFICIARIES. 


A large percentage of the young men who seek admittance 
into our Tohoku Gakuin, as candidates for the ministry, as also 
the girls who seek the privileges of our Girls’ School, are in- 
digent and unable to support themselves while pursuing their 
studies. ‘The support of these is a very considerable item in 
the expense of the schools. Tio meet, at least in a measure, 
this item of outlay, and at the same time to afford earnest spirits 
in the home Church’the inestimable privilege of engaging in 
some definite, specific work in the way of rearing up a specified 
individual for the service of preaching Christ and Him crucified 
to his native brethren, or the training of a certain named Japan- 
ese girl toa mature Christian womanhood, the plan has been 
adopted of assigning to American patrons these Japanese stu- 
dents as beneficiaries, The name and the photograph of the 
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beneficiary are furnished tothe patron. The cost is $60 a year, 
payable semi-annually in advance. ‘These beneficiaries are as- 
signed to home patrons, only after they have been subjected to 
a probation sufficient to reveal their true character, their sin- 
cerity, their mental qualifications and their motives. Experi- 
ence has taught that not every applicant is a worthy and suita- 
ble person. During the last two years the interest in this 
branch of the Christian service has exhibited a wonderful de- 
gree of activity inour home Church.. Applications came to the 
Secretary for more beneficiaries than could, for the time being, 
be named. We have now on our lists 34 beneficiaries in the 
Tohoku Gakuin and 26 in the Girls’ School, while seveu appli- 
cants are waiting patiently for a sufficient number of probation- 
ers in the Tohoku Gakuin to approve themselves for appoint- 
ment, Quite a number of patrons are individuals ; a number . 
also are Missionary Societies, C. E. Societies, a few Sunday- 
schools, etc., etc., and but very few are congregations. 


THR SUNDAY-SCHOOL SCHEME. 


At the time Rev. Henry K. Miller was commissioned and 
sent out, the means for his support were not in sight. The 
Board found that the current receipts were not sufficient to 
meet the additional expense. To meet this emergency it was 
proposed that that brother be designated the Sunday-school 
Missionary, to be supported by contributions from the Sunday- 
schools of the Church. It was proposed that a scheme be de- 
vised, comprising 300 shares or blocks at $5 each ; that sum to 
be over and above all their usual contributions to Foreign Mis- 
sions. ‘The schools were asked to pledge themselves for one or 
more of these shares or blocks, to be paid annually on or before 
April 1st of each year. It affords us pleasure to say that the 
scheme speedily proved a success. We have now on the list 
314 shares taken. ‘These shares represent 218 of our 1513 Sun- 
day-schools ; but where are the 1295? It is very easy to be 
seen that our Sunday-schools are but partially awake to the 
privilege of laboring for the salvation of Japanese souls. Were 
it not so, they could very easily provide for the support of one 
or two more.of our missionaries. 
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The Statistical Report of 1892-1893 not having come to 
hand, we present the one for the year 1891-1892. Unofficial 
information from the Mission apprises us of material advance- 
ment in some of the departments of our work.

THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. 


According to the provisions of our charter, the terms of 
one-half the members of the Board expire at this meeting of 
General Synod, and their places are to be filled by the election 
of their successors by your body. ‘The retiring members are: 
Rev. Benjamin Bausman, D.D., Rev. Clement Z. Weiser, D.D.., 
Rey. Nicholas Gehr, D.D., Rev. Jacob Dahlman, D.D., Elder 
Rudolph F. Kelker and Elder Goldsborough S. Griffith. ‘Those 
holding over for three years longer are: Rev. A. R. Bartholo- 
mew, Rev. John H. Prugh, Rey. Peter Greding, D.D., Rev. 
Samnel N. Callender; D.D., Elder Benjamin Kuhns and Elder 
Joseph I. Lemberger. . 
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It will be noticed that all but one of the retiring list are 
charter members, and that they comprise all of that class re- 
maining in the Board. ‘Two of their fellows, who in May, 
1881, joined them in the formation of the corporation, are still 
spared to the Church on earth, while the remaining five have 
entered into their rest. In case of some of the retiring mem- 
bers, their weight of years and growing bodily infirmities be- 
speak the approach of the time when they will be permitted to 
rejoin their departed companions. Within the last three years, 
also, it fell tothe sad lot of our beloved ex-Treasurer to part with 
her who had long and devotedly joined him in his labors in the 
cause of Foreign Missions, and whose name is enrolled upon 
the scroll of our work in Japan in the ‘‘Mary A. Kelker 
Memorial Library.”” But as his shadow lengthens behind him, 
and his face is set calmly towards the sunset of life, he is 
strengthened in being able by faith to discern in the spirit world 
the beckoning of the hand of her who for long years was the light 
of his home and the partner of his heart. The Presiding Officer 
isa sufferer from repeated attacks of paralysis and was obliged to 
be absent from several meetings of the Board. It were well for 
the Church to remember that but two members of the body are 
young and promise many years of service. The goal will soon 
be reached by the large majority of the Foreign Board. 

With this account of the labors of your Board of Foreign 
Missions during the last three years, and the administration of 
the solemn trust committed to it by your reverend body, to- 
gether with the present condition and brightly assuring out- 
look of our work in Japan, as also its pressing wants, we most 
respectfully commit the whole interest to your supervising care. 
For our guidance in the future we beg such counsel and direc- 
tion as in your mature judgment may seem wise and ex- 
pedient, and such enactments and provisions asin your wisdom 
you may deem necessary for the vigorous prosecution and en- 
larged success of our blessed work. ‘That the God of all wis- 
dom may graciously. counsel and guide you in all your de- 
-liberations, is our most earnest and humble prayer.
